T0 STIR JAPANESE 


President Wilson to Keep the 
Army and Navy 
While Negotiations About 
California Are in Progress. 


JAPAN IS RESOLVED 
ON FURTHER PROTEST 


Wilson Hopes That Satisfac- 
tory Settlement of Question 
Can Be Secured—Reply to 
Japan Being Framed. 


Washington, May 15.—President 
Wilson has determined that no war. 
ships or troops shaii De moved or any- 
thing resembling a military or naval 
demonstration carried on by the 
United States while diplomatic nego- 
tiations with Japan over the Califor- 
nia alien land legislation are in prog- 
ress, so that no alarming interpreta- 
tion can be placed on even the ordi: 
nary maneuvers of the army and navy. 

This decision of the president was 
announced at the white house tonighié. 
It answered a report current in offi- 
cial circlés late in the day that pre- 
cautionary movements by the army and 
navy were contemplated, and had bee. 
destroyed at a conference between the 
president, Secretary Daniels, of the 
navy department; Secretary Garrison, 
of the war department, and Actin2 
Secretary Moore, of the state depart 
ment. Mr. Moore went to the white 
house, it was explained, to discuss the 
framing of a reply to the recent Japa- 
nese protest against the California 
land legislation, while the war and 
navy secretaries called to discuss rvu 
tine affairs of their departments. 

Early Settlement Expected. 

White House officials said there had 
been no change in the diplomatic 
phases of the Japanese question, and 
that the situation was promising of 
an early settlement. It was emphat- 
ically*denied that army or navy ma2.- 
neuvers or movements of any kind: net 

ordinary plans, arranged 
months in advance of execution, had 
been contemplated at any time. 

The rumor which called forth the 
white house statement probably began 
its rounds earlier in the day, when tne 
war department made public orders 
that three officers and two companies 
of coast artillery to sail from San 
Francisco for Honolulu about May °?4. 
These orders, it was explained, were 
in conformity with. the program for 
the creation of a permanent and suffi- 
clent garrison in Hawaii, outlined i 
the last annual report of the secretary 
of war, and merely carried out plans 
of long standing. They relieved Colo- 
nel William C. Rafferty, coast artillery 
corps, of the command of the coast 
detenses of the Potomac and of the 
post of Fort Washington, to sail for 
Honolulu with the One Hundred and 
Eighteenth and One Hundred and For- 
ty-third companies of coast artillerv: 
assigned Captain George L. Hicks, Jr., 
to accompany Colonel Rafferty as a 
member of his staff, and directed Major 
frank W. Coe, new personnel officer, 
north Atlantic coast artillery, to sali 
on the Same steamer.

DEMOCRATS OF SENATE 
MUST REDEEM PLEDGES 


Rumored Concessions Caused 
the President to Declare He 
Expected Pledges of Party 
Platform to Be Kept. 


Washington, May 15.—President 
Wilson came out strongl today as the 
champion of free wool and free sugar- 
in-three-years as provided for in the 
tariff bill recently passed by the 
house. He announced emphatically 
that he was not considering com- 
promises of any sort; that he stood 
squarely behind the measure as it 
passed the house and that he regarded 
it as the duty of the democratic ma- 
jcrity in the senate to fulfill its plat- 
form pledge by enacting the house 
bill into law. 

“I am not the kind,” said the presi- 
dent, “that could ask compromises 
when I once take my position. I have 
taken my stand with the house leaders 
for the present bill. Enough said, I 
am not looking for or accepting com- 
promises.” 

The presidents utterance was made 
tc a half-hundred newspaper corre- 
spondents who gathered as usual to- 
day at the white house for the semi- 
weekly conference. Practically at tho 
sime time the senate was engaged 
in protracted debate, at the end of 
which tonight an agreement was 
reached to vote tomorrow on the qués- 
tion of public hearings on the tariff 
bill While the president smilingly 
let it be known that. he was express- 
ing no opinion whatsoever on the 
proposal for hearings and that this 
was a subject for the senate to dis- 
pose of, his statement of unqualified 
support for the house bill was taken 
generally to mean that Mr. _Wilson 
considered arguments from special in- 
terests on the tariff schedules to have

Five ballots 'were required before 
Rev. J. S. Lyons, of Louisville, Ky., 
was elected moderator of the Southern 
Presbyterian assembly. Geographical 
justice was a much discussed ques- 
tion while the contest for moderator 
was on. The winner was born and 
reared in Virginia, and for years he 
was a pastor in Texas. Three states 
hailed him as their favorite son, and 
this nucleus proved a winning one. 

All the southern states from Vir- 
ginia to Mexico, with the exception of 
Maryland, were represented at the 
meeting which chose Dr. J. S. Lyons 
moderator for the coming yvear. | Dele- 
gates from eighty-five preSbyters, rep- 
resenting 3,500 churches, were on hand 
to take part in the proceedings, and 
when after the fourth ballot they de- 
cided to make the election of Dr. 
Lyons unanimous, they put the South- 
ern Presbyterian assembly on record 
in favor of pastoral evangelism and 
-he laymen’s movement, 
new moderator ts a recognized 

Before the candidates were 
in nomination no one 
the victor would be. 
southern assembly traditions to 
nounce candidates in advance, 
pre-election campaigns are neon 
taboo. But the fight made up in spon- 
taneous enthusiasm what it lacked in 
pre-arranged “ecclesiastical politics.’ 

ammediately upon his election, 
Lyons was presented with 
and installed as moderator by Dr. T. §S. 
Clyce, the retiring moderator. Then 
twenty elders were named to meet Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden relative to inter- 
assembly meetings to be held during 
the next few days. 

Dr. Flinn extended an invitation to 
all the visiting commissioners to join 
in the services held in the church 
house every morning preparatory for 
the ‘uties of the day. 

Definite Schedule Arranged, 

A definite schedule regulating the 
hours for ®usiness was adopted. The 
morning session will begin promptly 
at 9 o’clock, and will adjourn at 12:30 
o'clock. The afternoon meetings will 
convene at 2:30 o'clock, and the night 
sessions will start at 8 o'clock. 

This morning will be given over to 
reading ninety communications which 
are now in the hands of the stated 
clerk. Then will follow several com- 
mittee reports. Dr. E. W. Smith, chair- 
man of the foreign missions. commit- 
tee, filed his report last Thursday 
evening and printed copies were @dis- 
tributed among the commissioners. 

“Never in the history of the church 
have we sent aS many missionaries 
out as we have during the past year,” 
said Dr. FE. W. Smith. “Then, too, we 
raised $128,000 more last year than 
ever before, and for the first time in 
its history the foreign. mission de- 
partment of the church is out of debt.” 

Applause greeted these announce- 
ments, but the moderator was called 
upon to tInvoke the decision of the 
high civil court that “If you have the 
right to applaud a speaker vou have 
the right to hiss him, and, therefore, 
either is inappropriate.”’ 

Against Sunday Work. 

Dr. Julian S. Sibley then read a re- 
port which placed the assembly on 
record against stores which stay open 
till 10 o’clock, or later, on Saturday 
night, for this incapacitates employees 
and prevents proper observation of the 
Sabbath. He urged members of the 
Southern Presbytery to discourage fu- 
nerals on the Sabbath, and he opposed 
Sunday games, not only in the cities, 
but also in the army any navy.

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ELECTROCUTION WAS 


| CAUSE OF THE DEATH 
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OF POLICEMAN CASH 


J. C. Cash, an East Point policeman, 
who was found dead in front of the 
Citizens’ bank .in East Point Thursday 
morning, died as the result of acci- 
dental electrocution. There were no 
eye-witnesses to his death, but this 
fact was established bevond doubt 
by Coroner Donehoo shortly after tha 
body was forrnd. 

The policeman was lying a few feet 
away from a chain used to light the 
arc lamp at the corner. As unmistak- 
able signs of electrocution were found 
on his body, Coroner Donehoo believes 
that Cash was trying to light the 
lamp when his hand touched an ex- 
posed wire. The fact that the light 
was out all night lends strength to 
this theory. 

A verdict of “death by § accidental 
electrocution” was returned. The body 
was removed to Hemperly’s undertak- 
ing establishment.

larmers of north Georgia who are inter- 
ested land drainage will 
meet in Commerce on May 23 to hear offi- 
cials of state and nation discuss the profit 
in land reclamation. 

While there is not nearly so much sub- 
merged area in middle and north as in south 
Georgia, the aggregate quantity still is suffi- 
cient to warrant outlay in its reclamation. 
Projects in Gwinnett’ county, for instance, 
have attracted widespread attention, and 
been visited by many. persons from adjoin- 
ing counties. In several of the counties. 
verging on the Blue Ridge there are plots 
that are more or swampy or. semi- 
marsh lands. Other, bottom lands could 
with profit be reclaimed so that their agri- 
cultural potency would each year be a fixed 
quantity. 

The north Georgia movement is simply 
a reflection of the south Georgia movement, 
where drainage is really a_ tremendous 
problem. Over all the state the signifi- 
cance is that farmers and land-owners are 
waking to the advantage of adding to the 
arable area now available. <A large popu- 
lation could be fed and supported on the 
acres now going to waste in Georgia.

A machine was focused on the walls of 
the city, consisting of a hexagon mirror of 
polished brass, with many smaller and mov- 
able polygons to receive and reflect the 
rays of the meridian sun; and a consum- 
ing flame was diverted to a distance, per- 
haps, of 200 feet. 

The truth of these two extraordinary 
facts is invalidated by the silence of the 
authentic historians; and the use of Burn- 
ing Glasses was never adopted in the at- 
tack or defense of places. Yet the admir- 
able experiments of a French philosopher 
at the end of the eighteenth: century have 
demonstrated the possibility of such a mir- 
ror; and since it is possible, Gibbon says, 


he is more disposed to attribute the art to 
the greatest mathematician of antiquity. 

Is it possible that Burning Mirrors could 
have been effective for the destruction of 
ships? Syracuse, it will be remembered, was 
“the cradle of mechanical skill,” and Gib- 
bon is not alone responsivte for the state- 
ment as to their use. Tzetzes describes the 
artifice of these Burning Glasses, of which 
he had read in a mathematical treatise of 
Anthemius. Yet, on the other hand, it seems 
remarkable that such authentic historians 
as Polyblus, Plutarch, Livy and Marcellinus, 
if such Burning Glasses had been used, 
make no mention of the fact, as well as 
none of the writers of the stxth century. 

This is especially true since all these 
writers mention that it was at this same 
siege of Syracuse that Archimedes invented 
and first used the catapults which long kept 
the enemy at bay, being acopted for use at 
short and long range. This siege occurred 
a little more than two centuries before 
Christ. 

Archimedes was one of the most remark- 
able of ancient inventors and mathemati- 
cians and was born at Syracuse 287 B. C. 
It was Archimedes who first established the 
truths that a body plunged In fluid loses as 
much of its weight as is equal to the weight 
of an equal volume of the fluid. 

Plutarch tells the following story regard- 
ing the accomplishment of Archimedes: 

He declared that with a given power he 
could move any given weight whatever, and 
that if given another world to stand on, he 
could move the one upon which we live. He 
was requested to put his theory into prac- 
tice. He took a three-mastea@ ship, a trans- 
port in the king’s navy, which had just been 
dragged upon land with great labor and 
many men, and in this he placed her usual 
complement of men and cargo, and then, sit- 
ting at some distance, without any trouble, 
by gently pulling with his hand the end of 
a system of pullies, he dragged it towards 
him with as smooth and even a motion as 
if it were passing over the sea. 

Archimedes died at the capture of Syra- 
cuse by Marcellus in 212 B. Cc. In the gen- 
eral massacre that followed the fall of the 
city he, while engaged in drawing a mathe- 
matical figure, was killed by a Roman sol- 
dier. No’ blame attaches to the Roman gen- 
eral, as he had given orders to his men to 
spare the house and person of the sage, and 
in the midst Of h’s triumph he lamented 
the death of so illustrious a person and 
directed an honorable burial to be given and 
that his surviving relatives be befriended. 

In accordance with the expressed desire 
of the philosopher, his tomb was marked 
by the figure of a sphere inscribed in a 
cylinder, which he -considered one of his 
most valuable achievements. The discovery, 
noted above, 
Burning Mirrors, may lead to a further in- 
vestigation of the subject and the mystery 
as to whether Gibbon’s story is to be cred- 
ited may be solved.

Rich Americans 
now collect Oriental rugs Instead of post- 
age stamps and enlarge their houses from 
year to year to accommodate their collec- 
tions.

Precedents of History Broken 
When Presbyterians From 
All Parts of Globe Gather 
at Mass Meeting. 


For the first time in the history cf 
the world, representatives of four 
Zreat sections of the Presbyterian 
church gathered together last night in 
Atlanta’s Auditorium-Armory. Minis- 
ters and laymen from every portion 
of the globe were present—men old 
and gray and bent with years of faith- 
ful service, sat side y side with 
others—younger men going forth 
fight battles for their faith. 

The U. S., the United, the U. S. A. and 
the ssociate Reformed Presbvterians 
weré represented; all joined together 
by “one faith, one God, one baptism ’ 
The latter, while not holding the‘r 
assembly here, as the others are,owing 
to theirs being a triennial affair, had 
their delegates present to join in this 
Great union meeting. 

Speculation has been rife as to the 
tnion of the four great bodies. Last 
night showed conclusively that there 
would be no organic union at this gen- 
@ral meeting of the assemblies. It was 
@ union of spirit that was gained last 
night. 

See One Church tn Future. 

It was easy to see that there were 
those present who could never part 
with their own doctrinal beliefs, 
though it was made plain that they 
would welcome : others to their fold. 
Yet these very men predicted the dav 
when all such would be laid aside, and 
one great Presbyterian church would 
reign, and that in the near future. 

Several of the speakers, when 
chance afforded itself in their 
dresses, were careful to say that what 
they were alluding to was the union 
of spirit and not of organism. 

James MacDonald, of Toronto, 
ada, publisher of The Toronto Globe, 
was the speaker of the evening. The 
keynote of his address, which was said 
to be straight from the shoulder, was: 

“tl is the duty of the church to in- 
struct public opinion as to the sinful- 
ness of war, its wanton waste of the 
people’s wealth, its crushing burdens 
of the poor, its poisoning of the na- 
tion’s life and its irreparable demoral 
ization of the manhood of the coun- 
—. 

At the opening of the meeting, the 
building rang with praise, as famous 
old hymns were sung. Each body of 
Presbvteriaris took their turn in ris- 
ing and singing some old 
hymn, dear if nothing but for 
sociations. 

Presiding Officer Rev. R. O. Flinn, 
of Atlanta. called upon Dr. W. P. Ja 
cobs,of Cilton, S. C., to pronounce the 
invocation. 

Keynote of Meeting in Prayer, 

A deep hush spread over the Audi- 
torium, 5,000 people rose with bowed 
heads as Dr. Jacobs prayed a prayer 
that was- the keynote of the union of 
spirit which pervaded the meeting. 

A gavel made from the wood of four 
of the oldest Presbyterian theological 
colleges in America—Princeton, Serv- 
ice, Pa., Richmond and Erskine semi- 
naries—was presented to the assembly 
by Dr. G. A. Beattie, of Atlanta. “Be- 
ing made of the wood of four trees 
in case there is ever a union of the 
churches, this gavel will be prophetic,’ 
said Dr. Beattie in presenting it. 

JI. K. Orr welcomed the Presby- 
terians in the name of Atlanta. “Some 
of you haven't been here since the war, 
when you came down with Sherman 
to reform us. We mourned his going 
for many days, in. sackcloth and ashes. 
And, while we had to ‘hustle around to 
get the sackeloth, he supplied the 
ashes. 

“But we are glad to have you with 
us: glad to Know that the prodigal has 
returned.” 

National Christian Movement Asked. 

Dr. T. S. Clyce, retired moderator of 
the U. & church, made a strong plea 
for a national Christian movement, 
and urged that the great Presbyterian 
body be the force behind such. 

“Many Presbyterians are numbered 
among those who control the finances 
of the nation,” he said, “but we should 
be a still greater power for religion 
in the national.life of the world.

Root Expressed Surprise. 

Senator Reot said he was surprised 
that the senator from Colorado should 
make such “absurd” charges in the 
senate based upon a .communication 
apparently unsigned. 

“The senator from Colorado doesn't 
have to take instructions from the sen- 
ator from New York or anyone else, 
said Senator Thomas. “He is respon- 
sible to the people of his own state. 
He does not care whether the senator 
thinks this is absurd or not.” 

Senator Page offered to give $50 for 
the name of any Vermont banker who 
received this circular, declaring he 
was in a position to affirm that no 
banker in Vermont had ever received 
it.

Senator Lane came to the assistance 
of his democratic colleague by stating 
that he did know a banker who had 
received such a communication.

As a result of this circular, Senator 
Thomas said, banks did’ retire circu- 
lation, and did call money loans and 
laid the basis for the panic. 

Senator Smoot produced figures from 
the statistical abstract showing that 
circulation of national bank notes had 
increased steadily fram 1891 to 1896. 
Mr. Thomas declared that the panic of 
1807 had been manufactured by the 
Standard-Oil company or allied inter- 
ests to get through the Tennessee Coal 
and Tron “deal” and to embarrass the 
president of the United States. 

Fighting Free Sugar. 

Senator Ransdell resumed his argu- 
ment against free sugar by advancing 
the view taht the people of Louisiana 
did not rely upon *’that part of the 
democratic platform praising the deeds 
of the democratic congress—which 
passed a free sugar bill—but upon the 
“business plank’ which stated that 
no legitimate industry should be de- 
stroved. He quoted at length from 
campaign speeches of President Wil- 
son and maintained that in no speech 
had the president proposed free sugar. 

The senator read a letter prepared 
by Representative Broussard, a sena- 
tor-elect from Louisiana, who was a 
member of the subcommittee of eleven 
of the platform committee at Balti- 
more. contending that the platform 
never indorsed the Underwood free 
sugar bill of the last congress, nor 
had the party indorsed it. 

“Nowhere in that declaration (the 
platform),” Mr. Broussard wrote, “can 
there be found any intimation that the 
tnderwood free sugar bill of the house 
met with either the appreval of the 
subcommittee of eleven or of the com- 
mittee on platform and resolutions, 
acting as-a whole or of the convention 
itself, as contended by the senator 
from Kentucky.” Mr. Broussard 
pointed out that the senate finance 
committee gave the Inderwood free 
sugar bill a hearing, after which “not 
a single senator, democrat, republican 
or progressive, approved it.”

CAPITAL GITY GLUB 
70 LEASE BROOKHAVEN 


Committee Decides on Deal, 
With Option of Purchase 
at $100,000. 


The Capital City club agreed yester- 
day afternoon to lease the Brookhaven 
club property on Peachtree road for a 
term of one year with the privilege of 
renewal for two years at the expiration, 
and with the option to buy the proper- 
ty for $100,000 at the expiration of the 
three years. 

The deal will be formally closed witn- 
in a few days, only several minor de- 
tails regarding sewerage and water 
now being in the way. 

The final agreement to close the deal 
was reached at a meeting of a special 
committee of the Capital City club, com- 
posed of four members from the gov- 
erning ‘board and four members at 
large, who were as follows: 

Robert F. Maddox, chairman; Edward 
H. Inman, John E. Murphy, Jack J. 
Spalding, Dr. W. S. Elkin, P. S. Ark- 
wright, Madison Bell and W. G. Hum- 
phries. 

The Brookhaven club property will 
be leased from the Brookhaven estates 
which recently bid the property in*at 
legal sale. The property included in 
the deal is the 150 acres of the club 
grounds, including the club house with 
its fixtures and furnishings, the golf 
course, tennis courts, lake and all im- 
provements. 

The Capital City club will pay a 
rental of $100 per month for the prop- 
erty. The term of the lease was lim- 
ited to one year for the purpose of ex- 
periment, and, according to Mr. Mad- 
dox, if the country club feature, for 
which the Brookhaven property is 
being leased, proves a success, the club 
will undoubtedly exercise its privilege 
of extending the lease. The lessee 
pays the taxes and insurance on the 
property. 

In the event of the ultimate purchase 
of the property the $100,000 purchase 
price is to be paid in 5 per cent bonds. 

Deal to Close at Once. 

Mr. Maddox said last night that these 
terms are agreeable to the Brookhaven 
estates and that there is no doubt of 
the deal’s being colsed at once. 

This means that the Capital Citv club 
will take possession of the Brookhav- 
en club property June 1, and that from 
that date the Brookhaven club will 
cease to be. The Brookhaven club 
property will then go under the name 
of the Capital City club, just as the 
club property in the city. 

The terms of the deal include mo 
membership features as were included 
in the original proposition. The mem- 
bers of the Capital City club will have 
all the privileges of the country club 
feature immediately wpon the transfer 
of the property. No members of the 
Brookhaven club will be transferred to 
the Capital City club by virtue of the 
lease or purchaSe of the Brookhaven 
property. 

The ac@quisiton of the Brookhaven 
country club feature will place the 
Capital City club on a scale of magnif- 
equalled by no other such insti- 
tution in the south. 

Preparations for such 
were made at the recent annual meet- 
ing of th club, when it was voted 
to enlarge the membership of the club 
from 700 to 800. Initiation fees were 
reduced at that time from 3100 to $50 
for a duration of 90 days. Already 
the club has in the neighborhood of 100 
applications for membership, and it ap- 
pears that at the expiration of the 99 
davs the club will have a long waiting 
list in addition to the admittance of an 
extra hundred members.

“The manufacture of coarse’ yarns, 
which is carried on to a great extent 
in Georgia and North Carolina, will 
be considerably inte rfered with by the 
Underwood bill,” according to a state- 
ment by Lewis W. Parker, of Green- 
ville, S. C., filed with the senate 
finance committee today. .

TRADERS IN STOCKS 
STILL HOLDING OFF 


Lack of Demand Induced Bears 
to Sell—Some Signs of 
Liquidation. 


New York, May -15.—On a small vol- 
ume of business, quotations of stocks 
were scaled down again today. Nearly 
a dozen new low records for the year 
Were reached, although none of the 
active stocks was in the list. The day’s 
news did not affect speculative condi- 
tions materially, and traders were dis- 
posed to‘ hold off still longer before 
taking an aggressive position. The 
obvious lack of ddmand for stocks in- 
duced bear traders ‘te sell, but they at- 
tacked the list half-heartedly, and 
movements were narrow and irregular 
until the final hour, when the market 
turned downward more decisively. 

While selling appeared to be large- 
ly for the short account, there were 
signs of liquidation in various quarters 
and gOme severe losses. The fertilizer 
Sroup was heavy. Cotton Oil, the 


“weakest of these shares, broke over 4 


points. Canadian Pacific was again 
pressed for sale. The thinness of the 
market was illustrated by the experi- 
ences of brokers who were called 
upon to dispose of small blocks of in- 
active stocks. In Some instances it 
Was necessary to make substantial 
concessions to find a buyer. A case 
in point was Railway Steel Spring pre- 
ferred, which broke nearly 7 points 
on a gingle sale. 

The expected engagementof $2,000,- 
000 more gold for France was an- 
nounced, bringing up the total for the 
present movement to $10,000,000. The 
Bank of France, in its weekly state- 
ment, reported an increase in gold in 
hand to $1,826,000, but only one of the 
shipments made to France since ex- 
portations were resumed reached Paris 
in time to figure in the report. Al- 
though the Bank of England reported a 
loss of over $2,500,000 gola@ for the 
week, the proportion of reserves to 
liabilities was raised to slightly above 
00 per cent, the highest of the year. 

Chesapeake and Ohio, the mainte- 
nance of whose dividend rate has been 
under discussion, turned strong on 
the announcement of an extra dividend 
of 4% per cent on F docking Valley, a 
controlled line. Chesapeake and Ohio 
sold off sharply, however, when it was 
made known that the regular dividend 
had been declared. The action of the 
New Haven board on the dividend rate 
was not taken until after the close of 
the market, so that it exerted no effect 
on trading.
